Directors Meeting 


HE REGULAR quarterly meeting of the board 
Ts directors of the Texas and Southwestern 
Cattle Raisers Association was held at the Hotel 
Beaumont, Beaumont, Texas, June 17 and 18. The 
Gulf Coast Cattlemen’s Association was host to the 
directors and provided for the entertainment of them 
and their wives, as well as other guests who attended 
the meeting. 
President's Report 

President Dolph Briscoe opened the meeting on 
the morning of June 18 with the introduction of vet- 
eran inspector H. C. Anderson, Jr., who has served 
the Beaumont area faithfully for many years. He 
also introduced G. O. Stoner, retired inspector who 
served the Association in the Gulf Coast area for 
many years. Noah Ward, executive secretary of the 
Louisiana Brand Commission was also introduced. 

President Briscoe reported on the work done on 
the brand inspection case now pending before the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. He paid tribute to 
the members in East Texas who rendered such val- 
uable assistance in a survey made in that area for 
the purpose of showing that branding of cattle is a 
custom. He read a telegram from Congressman Jack 
Brooks, which had to do 


ing that the Association be allowed to continue 
brand inspection. 
Secretary-General Manager's Report 

Secretary-General Manager Charles A. Stewart 
reported that during the first quarter of this fiscal 
year inspectors for the TSCRA investigated the 
ownership of 909 head of strayed or stolen cattle. Of 
this number 898 or the proceeds of the same were 
recovered for their rightful owners. Three head were 
released after investigation and the ownership of 
eight head is still pending. The value of the 898 head 
recovered, figured at the average price received for 
those which passed through the market, amounted to 
$85,049.58. 

Membership 

Secretary-General Manager Stewart submitted the 
names of 272 persons rendering 19,222 head of cattle 
for membership. All of these applicants had been 
recommended either by a member in good standing, 
an inspector or an officer of the Association. All ap- 
plicants were accepted. 

The membership of the Association, according to 
Stewart, continues to grow and at the end of our 
fiscal year, March 1, it was at an all-time high of 
10,599. Since that time there has been a net increase 
of 146 members, bringing the total membership up 
to 10,749, as of May 31, 
1960. Stewart commend-

spection for brands, recording brands, investigat- 
ing losses, gathering evidence and assisting in prose- 
cutions. During the first quarter of this fiscal year, 
which began March 1, 40 new theft cases have been 
called to the attention of the Association. Thirty- 
six have been disposed of, with sentences totaling 138 
years. Probation was granted in five cases and two 
cases were dismissed, one because the owner refused 
to prosecute and one verdict of not guilty. The cattle 
were recovered or restitution made in 21 of the cases. 


Transportation 


Truck rates on livestock, according to Stewart, 
are becoming increasingly important. Association of- 
ficials take advantage of every opportunity to en- 
courage a more realistic rate structure, and one more 
suited to present-day needs and operating conditions. 
The TSCRA recently supported an application filed 
with the Texas Railroad Commission seeking a re- 
duction in rates, based on a minimum of 25,000 
pounds. This reduction would amount to about 20 
per cent. With the increase of truck length and load 
limit TSCRA feels that some rates can be reduced 
and still produce a reasonable return. 


Report of Attorney Joe G. Montague 


TSCRA Attorney Joe G. Montague reported on 
two important subjects in which he has been very 
active. They were the brand inspection case and 
screwworm eradication. He expressed the belief that 
the brand inspection case would finally be determined 
in the Association’s favor and that USDA officials 
are trying to arrive at a right decision. 

Montague said that due to the late start in the 
screwworm project no appropriation for this project 
was placed in the appropriation bill before Congress. 
An appropriation, however, was put in the supple- 
mental bill, along with an item directing the USDA 
to work out a feasible program for the Southwest. 
The amount of this appropriation was $200,000.00 
and there is some thought that this might possibly 
be increased to $500,000.00. Montague said he was 
very much encouraged and felt that there is good 
assurance of sufficient money being appropriated 
to develop a program on screwworm eradication in 
the Southwest. 

He discussed the possibility of the danger of foot 
and mouth disease being brought into the United 
States with the importation of fresh meat, if such 
meat is allowed to come in from an island off the 
southern tip of South America. 

In reporting on the employment of Mexican agri- 
culture labor he said the way the law now stands it 
does not do ranchmen any good as all specials come 
under the classification of specials and that after 
July 1, 1960 the Mexican government will not allow

Brucellosis 


Dr. J. L. Wilbur, Jr., Veterinarian in Charge, Ag- 
ricultural Research Service, Anima] Disease Eradica- 
tion Division, Animal] Inspection and Quarantine Di- 
vision, U. S. Department of Agriculture, discussed 
the present status of the brucellosis control program 
in Texas and throughout the United States. He ex- 
hibited a map showing the counties and states and

that 13 counties in Texas now are on a modified- 
certified status. A full report of this status in Texas 
and the map were published in the May 1960 issue of 
The Cattleman, page 26. Very little change has been 
made since the publication of this article. 


Fever Ticks 


Dr. R. G. Garrett, executive director of the Texas 
Animal Health Commission, discussed the problem 
resulting from the danger of fever ticks in a certain 
area of Florida. He said that since Jan. 1, 1960 there 
have been 18,701 head of cattle shipped from Florida 
to Texas and that 3,151 head of that number have 
come from the area in Florida where ticks were found. 
An intensive investigation is now being made by the 
commission to locate these cattle or to trace their 
movement through Texas and determine if any of 
them are tick carriers. Dr. Garrett said the commis- 
sion was fully aware of the danger and threat to the 
cattle industry and assured the directors and the 
cattlemen of Texas that the commission will use every 
means at its command to insure that no more cattle 
from this infested area will be allowed to enter Texas 
without positive assurance that they are free of ticks.

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He also said that the entire resources of the com- 
mission would be used immediately to locate all of 
the cattle from the affected area and quarantine any 
places where infestation is found. 

Dr. Garrett and Dr. John L. Wilbur, Jr., of the 
USDA, sounded a note of warning to the Southwest 
cattle producers about this fever tick danger. No 
cases of infestation have yet been reported in Texas 
but Dr. Garrett urged every recipient of cattle from 
Florida to call on the Texas Animal Health Commis- 
sion for immediate inspection of such animals. 

TSCRA officials endorsed this recommendation 
and pointed out that ticks or larvae may be trans- 
mitted at any stop made by infested cattle moving 
through the state. Cattlemen were urged to report 
any discovery of ticks or larvae since failure to do 
so would result only in the spread of the pest and 
could cause the quarantine of large areas in Texas.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH RESEARCH. In recent studies 
at Plum Island Animal Disease Laboratory USDA 
scientists have now discovered that the ribonucleic 
acid core of foot-and-mouth virus, the part that pro- 
duces the disease, may be more resistant to destruc- 
tion by heat than was previously believed to be the 
case. Other studies at Plum Island show that meat 
from animals infected with foot-and-mouth disease 
is not rendered free of the virus by the usual pro- 
cedures of ripening, boning, salting and storage. 


WHEAT QUOTA VOTE. Wheat farmers will vote in 
a referendum July 21 to decide whether marketing 
quotas will apply for the 1961 crop. If quotas are 
approved all farmers in commercial wheat states with 
more than 15 acres of wheat who exceed their acre- 
age allotments will be subject to quota penalties on 
their “excess” .. . except those who comply with the 
“feed wheat” program. 

If quotas are not approved market quotas and 
penalties will not be in effect for the 1961 wheat 
crop, but acreage allotments will remain in effect as 
a condition of eligibility for price support. 


NATIONAL FARM SAFETY WEEK. Accidents in

addition to draining our nation’s financial resources, 
bring death, disability, suffering and hardship to 
thousands of ranch and farm people annually. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has proclaimed July 24-30 as Na- 
tional Farm Safety Week. This is an effort to bring 
to the attention of all farm and ranch people the 
necessity of using greater care when engaged in per- 
forming the duties of this occupation. Ranch owners 
should be sure every precaution is exercised by them- 
selves and their employees to prevent accidents. 


THE AMERICAN NATIONAL CATTLEMEN’S 
ASSOCIATION has sent a statement to the platform 
committees of the Republican and Democratic parties 
pointing out that that association is vigorously op- 
posed to legislative proposals and policy statements 
which would bring cattle under any form of artifi- 
cially maintained prices, or controlled marketings, 
or continued subsidies. 

Reasons set forth are, (1) Artificial prices and 
controls are inseparable and the complex cattle 
business cannot serve its markets or realize its full 
potentials under a system of production and mar- 
keting coitrols; (2) Coupled with the concept of a 
free market is the need for affording cattlemen and 
all business reasonable incentives and protection 
against unforeseeable and uncontrollable conditions.

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These incentives and protections should come from 
logical tax treatment and from realistic policies con- 
cerning imports. (3) The cattle industry long has 
avoided interference with farm programs and policy 
questions not considered to directly concern cattle- 
man. The association deplores the disturbing tendency 
for many farm programs not touching directly upon 
the cattle industry to become a threat and a burden 
to cattlemen and insists that they be corrected. Espe- 
cially disturbing is the tendency to shift problems 
of price-supported crops onto the feed grains. (4) 
Agriculture is ever more becoming an inseparable 
part of the total national economy and the well being 
of the cattle industry requires reasonably full em- 
ployment and production throughout the nation, sta- 
bility of the general price level and a continuing 
healthy growth of the total economy of the country. 
Within such an environment there is opportunity to 
build an expanding demand for beef through im- 
proved quality, efficiency and service to the con- 
sumer. 


LIVESTOCK EXPORT ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
MEETS. An Agricultural Export Advisory Commit- 
tee, representing one-third of a billion dollars annual 
exports of livestock, meats, tallow, hides and skins, 
met with U. S. Department of Agriculture represent- 
atives recently to consider opportunities for main-

taining and strengthening the U. S. position in these 
commodities in foreign markets. 


The group recommended that the United States 
negotiating team have in its membership a specialist 
in livestock and livestock products during the forth- 
coming round of trade agreement negotiations to be 
held in Geneva, Switzerland, from September 1960 
through August 1961. This specialist’s role would be 
that of helping to guide U. S. negotiations wherever 
they involved U. S. trade in livestock and livestock 
products. 


The Committee, which was greeted by Assistant 
Secretary Clarence L. Miller and Administrator Max 
Myers of the Foreign Agricultural Service, was in- 
vited to take an active part in helping to plan the 
negotiations by submitting ideas directly to various 
U. S. Government agencies which will be participat- 
ing. Also, they were invited to submit ideas to the 
U. S. Committee for Reciprocity Hearings beginning 
July 11, which is the central point for agencies par- 
ticipating.

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New Kind of Leather 


Armour and United Shoe Corporation Develop 
New Product 


LANS for joint development and pilot plant 
P dvecicrion of an entirely new kind of leather 
(so new that it hasn’t been named) have been 
announced by Armour Leather Company, of Chicago, 
and United Shoe Machinery Corporation, of Boston. 

The product, which has been made in the labora- 
tory, is derived from cattle hides and it has the 
qualities of leather made by ordinary tanning meth- 
ods. The new process involves converting collagen, 
which constitutes 85 per cent of the hide protein 
solids, to a solution and then producing a continuous 
sheet of any desired shape or thickness from the solu- 
tion and hide fibres. 

Through further research, the two companies ex- 
pect to develop a wide range of leathers for the shoe 
and other industries. It may even be possible to mold 
the material for shoes, handbags, luggage and other 
uses. 

At the same time, the product will have the com- 
fort, permeability, pliability and elasticity character- 
istic of leather tanned by present methods. The prod- 
uct could be embossed with any “grain” desired and 
dyed in any color. 

Uniformity in size and thickness of the new prod- 
uct would be a distinct advantage. Hides are irregular 
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in shape and vary in thickness between animals and 
at different locations on the individual hide. 

In present leather-tanning processes, also, exten- 
sive trimming of the hide is necessary and the trim- 
mings have little value. The new material would use 
the whole hide. Tanning of some leathers requires 
weeks of soaking in the tanning solutions, but the 
process under consideration would be much faster. 

The two companies stated jointly that they regard 
the product as a new material which will be suitable 
for many uses. It will complement conventional leath- 
er in shoe manufacture and it also should be suited 
for use in clothing, decorative draperies, upholster- 
ing and other products. 

Armour and United Shoe have exchanged research 
data which both companies have accumulated for 
some time. 

Personnel to direct the joint venture, called the 
Armour-United Collagen Project, are being drawn 
from both companies. Robert M. Bigelow, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of research for United Shoe, will rep- 
resent United, and Dr. Robert M. Lollar, technical 
director of Armour Leather, will represent Armour 
under the direction of C. L. Heselton, vice president 
of Armour and Company. Dr. John H. Highberger 
will be United’s technical director for the program 
and Dr. Arthur Veis will be the Armour technical 
director. William W. Prichard of United will be busi- 
ness manager of the joint venture.

LESS SHRINK, MORE PAY WEIGHT WHEN

How the feeding trial was conducted. On May 6, 
1958, twenty-four Hereford steers with an average 
starting weight of 550.5 Ibs. were randomly alloted 
into two test groups of twelve steers each.

a bull. A remarkable animal he is, to which fact 

the statistics of his performance give ample 
proof. But the bull would not have existed, nor his 
superior performance been possible, nor the proof 
thereof available, except for the thoughts and acts of 
men. So this is really a story of the performance of 
men, of which E] Torazo is merely a symbol. 

The story falls naturally into two parts or periods; 
number one ending, and number two beginning, on 
the day the King Ranch first made Santa Gertrudis 
bulls available to the public. 

The story of the first period is not to be repeated 
in detail herein. Several times before, hands guided 
by minds more talented than mine have written the 
fascinating story of the work of the men of the King 
Ranch in the creation and development of the Santa 
Gertrudis breed. The period of creation, a half cen- 
tury of trial and error, hopes and frustrations, focused 
finally, like an hour glass, in the bull Monkey. 

Then came the other side of the hour glass, their 
unremitting program of intensive, intelligent line and 
in-breeding, culling and selection, concentration and 
extension, to expand one bull into a breed. This con- 
tinued for over a quarter of a century until the men 
of the King Ranch were convinced they had fixed the 
desirable characteristics, and proved to their own 
satisfaction that the animals would breed true and 
transmit those characteristics. As soon thereafter as 
they felt they could afford to do so, they decided to 
offer a few good bulls each year at public auction. 
This marked the end of the first and the beginning 
of the second part of this story. 

And the bull Monkey, progenitor of a great breed 
of beef cattle though he was, is only a symbol of the 
accomplishment of men who knew what they wanted, 
recognized it when they saw it, and knew what to 
do with it. Without such men on the spot, any num-

ber of bulls Monkey could have been born, lived, and 
quietly died with their potentialities unappreciated 
and unused. 

The second part of this story is similar to the 
first part to the extent that it concerns a group of 
men who knew what they wanted, were determined 
to get it, and used it intelligently after they got it. 

The year was 1952—the month was November— 
the time was the afternoon of the day preceding the 
third annual King Ranch Bull Sale. The place—the 
enclosure where the bulls were penned. Among the

number of prospective bidders moving 
slowly, making mental or written nc es 
after deliberately eyeing each individual 
animal, were the members of the group 
above mentioned. But at that time were 
looking only with the idea of buying in- 
dividually. These men diverged widely 
in age, in income status, and in most 
other respects — but were personal 
friends and had three things in common. 
First, all were South Texas Santa Ger- 
trudis breeders; second, all had been 
among the few ranchers who had gotten 
Santa Gertrudis bulls in earlier years; 
and third, all had bid individually but 
unsuccessfully in the two prior sales. 

As the crowd floated slowly around, 
this group sort of coagulated in one part 
of the pen. The usual discussion began; 
were the bulls as good as last year? 
which ones were the best; and, inevit- 
ably, what would be the top price on the 
following day? which produced varying 
guesses but all believed it would be high- 
er than the preceding year’s top of 
around $28,000. Who might be the buyer 
of the top bull? The late Walter Card- 
well, Sr., said, “Well, I don’t know who 
will buy him, but I sure hope he’s a 
Texan. I would hate to see the top bull 
in the sale go outside Texas for the 
second year in a row.” Like an “Amen” 
in church, there was a chorus of, “So- 
would-I’s,” and one vigorous, if less 
pious, “Well, Hell’s Horseradish, let’s 
just don’t let it happen.” 

And then and there the syndicate was 
formed dedicated to buying the top bull 
in the following day’s sale, to demon- 
strate to the world that we, who should 
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know Santa Gertrudis cattle best, valued 
them most. A pot of $35,000 was agreed 
on and this writer was saddied with the 
job of doing the bidding. To choose the 
bull to be bid upon, each man listed 
what he considered to be the three best 
bulls. El] Torazo was selected because he 
was top on most of the lists, and no 
worse than second on the others. 

At the auction next day, it was early 
apparent that there were bidders who 
were willing to pay to get the bull they 
wanted. The record price of the prior 
year had already been topped by the 
purchase of a nice bull on a bid of $31,- 
500 before El Torazo was brought into 
the ring. When he came in, obviously 
there were others who liked him, and 
the bidding was spirited and rapid 
through $20,000—then steady to $31,000. 
Up to this point we had not been bid- 
ding, and entered the auction with a bid 
of $32,000; and finally purchased the 
bull on a bid of $40,000, a price which 
still stands as the highest ever paid for 
a Santa Gertrudis bull. 

El Torazo has been domiciled at the 
Luling Foundation, where, under their 
capable care, he has been bred heavily, 
but within the limitation of a schedule, 
to cows sent up on a quota basis from 
the various herds. His production, both 
as to quality and quantity, has been ex- 
cellent. Herewith is set forth this bull’s 
remarkable record through the breeding 
seasons 1953 through 1958: 

The reader may have noticed a slight 
“overrun” of $5,000, by which the $40,000 
bid exceeded the $35,000 pot. If so, do 
not tell my associates—they have never 
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mentioned it—and such is typical of the 
caliber of these men and of the fine re- 
lationship among us in the joint use of 
this bull for the past seven and one-half 
years, Except for statements pertinent 
to the annual breeding program for the 
bull, there has never been any written 
commitments or agreements. Without 
the work of these men there would be 
no El Torazo story worth telling. The 
potentialities were there, built in by the 
King Ranch—but only in _ intelligent 
handling could they have been realized 
to the utmost. 

The first part of this story about the 
creation of the breed, is still the more 
important and interesting. However, 
there are signs which those who run 
may read. Remembering that the first 
public King Ranch sale took place only 
a decade ago, the extent of spread of 
new herds, the tremendous increase in 
numbers, and the improvement in qual- 
ity of the animals is almost unbeliev- 
able. Behind each improving herd is a 
man, or men, who know a good animal 
when they see one, and what to do with 
it after they get it. This is the second 
part, and is going on now. There is a 
third part, the future. With the num- 
bers and geographical locations spread- 
ing ever more rapidly in step with the 
vigor of the breed and the strong public 
demand, it is an idle pastime to specu- 
late how large it will be on Monkey’s 
100th birthday, because no matter how 
optimistic the estimate might seem to be 
at present, some men will probably prove 
it to have been woefully short of the 
mark.

TRENDS ; 


FARM PRODUCTS: The outlook for the production of fresh vegetables and melons is 6 per cent 
below last year. Production of feed grains will again be above requirements. 





INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION: In spite of the curtailment in steel production the Federal Reserve 
Board index was 110 of 1957 average and the highest since January. 





PARITY: Stili stands at 80 and should hold at this level through the summer. The low point 
of 77 was made in December 1959. 


COST OF LIVING: Advanced .1 of 1 per cent to 126.3 (using 1947-49 as equal to 100). Over 
the next 3 months it is likely to show little change. 





PERSONAL INCOME: Has reached the 400 billion dollar annual rate basis, which is up about 4 
per cent over the same time last year. 





FAVORABLE: 


Spending in the 337 reporting cities to the Federal Reserve is up 5.5 per cent over the 
same 3 month period of last year, but the rate of increase is slowing down. Last month 
the figure showed a 7 per cent increase. 


The combined spring and fall pig crops for 1960 will be down 1l per cent from the 1959 
crop and 1 per cent below the 1949-58 average. This seems to assure high pork prices 


for the next 9 months. 


In February, in this column it was stated that any reduction in interest rates would come 
in the next 4 months. The estimate was missed by one day. On June 2nd the Federal Re- 
serve reduced the discount rate from 4 to 3% per cent. Another cut to 3 per cent could 
come before election. 

Pasture conditions are running 87 per cent of normal and should hold at this level for 
the next month, making it possible to hold stockers and feeders on the range. 


The turkey output originally estimated to be as large as 1959 now seems very doubtful. 


UNFAVORABLE: 

1. Hours worked per week in industry are lower than last year by about 2% per cent and wages 
are no higher. 

2. Broilers will be in excess supply, temporarily, during the summer months. 


New orders for machine tools are 26.8 million dollars down from 34.8 millions last year. 
It means industry is not planning any great expansion in the next year. 

Our excess of exports over imports still falls far short of offsetting the outflow of 
dollars occasioned by Government grants and loans and by private investment and re- 
mittances abroad. 

Last year at this time good and choice steer calves were about 13 per cent higher than 


choice slaughter steers. This year they are about 8% per cent higher. There is still 
too much differential for comfortable profit margins. 





COMMENT ; 


Where de we stand at the mid-year of 1960 in our economy? Much below the estimates of our 
starry eyed economists at the first of the year. Eight economic indicators that lead the 
change in business trends have been unfavorable since the first of the year, but it is too 
early to state that we have a recession ahead of us. In the meantime stay within your 


financial means and do not go out on a limb.

Results of Feeding and Slaughter Tests Have Created Greater 
Demand for Cattle with Santa Gertrudis Breeding. 


HE ULTIMATE success of any 

l breed of beef cattle is measured 

in the profitable production of 
quality meat and its acceptance by the 
beef eating public. 

This fact applies to all beef cattle, but 
in the creation and establishment of a 
new breed, such as Santa Gertrudis, 
their performance in these two categories 
comes into even sharper focus. The Santa 
Gertrudis breed is relatively young in 
comparison to other breeds of cattle;

therefore, it became necessary to estab- 
lish records of complete performance of 
the cattle from the ranch to the feed 
lot, then through the hands of the pack- 
er to the retail outlets for beef. 

In order to obtain these records, sev- 
eral leading breeders, working in co- 
operation with professional feeders, beef 
processors and colleges, conducted inde- 
pendent experiments in feeding and car- 
cass evaluation. Complete records were 
kept on both small and large groups of 


Santa Gertrudis purebred and Santa Ger- 
trudis-cross steers and heifers that were 
fed and handled in the same manner as 
other cattle in the feed lots. In several 
cases the experiments included the re- 
cording of dressing percentages and car- 
cass grade and yield. 

The results of these tests and similar 
experiences of feeders and packers where 
cattle feeding and slaughter is done on 
a volume basis, has created widespread

the Santa Gertrudis classification sys- 
tem, the SGBI grading-up program, 
functions of the association, and others. 

The association responds to all re- 
quests for information by sending breed 
literature, which in itself will answer 
almost all questions of a general nature. 
When requested, or when it is felt that 
more information should be sent regard- 
ing specific inquiries, a staff member 
replies personally. 

Specific Questions 

The questions received are numerous, 
but over the years, it has been found 
that the specific questions asked most 
frequently by cattlemen, students and 
others are: 

1. How was the breed developed? 

2. In what manner are cattle accepted 
and recorded by the Association? 
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3. What are the different programs a 
new or prospective breeder can consider”? 

4. Where can seed stock for founda- 
tion herds be obtained? 

5. What are the functions of the Asso- 
ciation? 

Since these particular questions are 
foremost in the minds of those corre- 
sponding with the association, it is 
thought that perhaps others too are in- 
terested in the answers, particularly cat- 
tlemen who may be contemplating the 
purchase of Santa Gertrudis cattle. 


How Was the Breed Developed? 


The first question, “How Was the 
Breed Developed?” can be answered 
thusly: “It is a planned breed which was 
originated and developed on the King 
Ranch of South Texas through the infu- 
sion of Brahman blood on a Shorthorn 
base. Its initial purpose was to thrive 
and produce quality beef in a semi- 
tropical area, where other breeds had 
previously failed, under conditions which 
at times were very adverse.” 

The first Santa Gertrudis was pro- 
duced in 1920, 10 years after initial ex- 
periments were begun on King Ranch. 
This bull, known as “Monkey” was 
turned into a herd of first cross red 
heifers in 1923, and before his death in 
1932 sired more than 150 useful sons 
which retained his characteristics and 
themselves bred true to type for the 
characteristics desired by the King 
Ranch, among these being good size and 
scale, good weight for age, breed char- 
acter, color, ability to resist pests and 
parasites, ruggedness and hardiness, heat 
tolerance, high cutability of carcass and 
other desirable characteristics found in 
Santa Gertrudis today. 








In 1940, a large herd of these improved 
animals had been evolved on the King 
Ranch and in that year, the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture recognized the 
Santa Gertrudis as a pure beef breed, 
the first ever developed on the North 
American continent, and the first any- 
where in the world for more than a cen- 
tury. 
Early distribution of the breed was 
started in the middle thirties when the 
King Ranch permitted their neighboring 
ranchers to obtain a few bulls. These 
bulls were placed in commercial herds 
and over the years purebred herds of 
Santa Gertrudis were obtained through 
a grading up process. 
This distribution was assisted in the 
early forties by Richard King and Com- y Seles 
pany of Corpus Christi, Texas, who in §& 
1935 obtained a number of the King 
Ranch Shorthorn-Brahman herds in a 
settlement of the King Ranch estate. 
King sold quality heifers to other ranch- 
ers and today more than 100 herds are 
credited as having been started with 
Richard King cattle. 
Santa Gertrudis have progressed by 
leaps and bounds since the 1940 recogni- 
tion. Today, the breed is located in 45 
states of the Union and in 39 other coun- 
tries. 
How has the breed responded to pur- 
poses for which it was developed? The 
answer to this can be found in the fact 
that it has spread like a prairie fire, and 
cattlemen all over the world are continu- 
ing to purchase foundation stock. 
Another proof of the Santa Gertrudis’ 
ability to fulfill the purposes for which 
it was developed is seen in the many ieee:

MERICAN agricuitural technicians 
A have completed the first phase of 

a program to raise the quality of 
Paraguayan beef in the shortest time 
possible by artificially inseminating na- 
tive or “criollo” cows with semen from 
Santa Gertrudis bulls. 

The second yearling bull crop has been 
sold at auction to Paraguayan ranchers, 
and the yearling heifers are being re- 
tained for use by the American tech- 
nicians in a further concentration of 
Santa Gertrudis blood. 

Out of a total of 5,250 cows insemi- 
nuted this year, Santa Gertrudis semen 
was used on 3,125. 

The work is being done at Rancho 
Barrerito, the Servicio Técnico Inter- 
americano de Cooperacién Agricola, 
which is the joint agency of the Min- 
istry of Agriculture of Paraguay and the 
United States Operations Mission to Par- 
aguay, commonly known as “Point 4.” 


The cattle breeding work is under the 
direction of Mack H. McClendon, Animal 
Industry Specialist. The artificial in- 
semination work also is under the direc- 
tion of McClendon. 

Carl D. Koone, assistant Food and 
Agriculture Officer assists in the gen- 
eral planning and supervision of live- 
stock projects. Both are from Arkansas. 

Barrerito is located near the Tebicuary 
river south of Asuncion about 100 miles, 
consists of a series of improved 
pastures of about one section each, is 
well fenced and watered and the head- 
quarters have complete facilities for all 
ranch activities. About 10 Paraguayan 
families live on the place and the 25,900- 
acre plant is operated as a demonstra- 
tion ranch for Paraguayan livestock 
producers.

Another Texan here at the present 
time is Marvin N. Carter, former county 
agent and formerly with the Farm Bu- 
reau Federation of Texas. Carter is 
Agricultural Extension Adviser of 
STICA, and some of his “4-C” boys pur- 
chased the Santa Gertrudis cross-bulls 
to feed out and condition for resale. 
Paraguayan Club boys do not feed steers 
for sale as beef because the well-fitted 
bulls bring much higher prices than 
steers. 

The youth of Paraguay are vitally in- 
terested in improvement of beef cattle 
through Santa Gertrudis bulls. The 4-C

club boys, Paraguayan counterpart of 
4-H club boys in the U. S. A., catch 
wild monkeys and sell them at about 
$1.00 (U. S.) apiece, using the funds to 
buy club bulls for feeding out and later 
sale to ranchers. One week-end I saw 
one cage of 95 monkeys awaiting sale 
so the boys could buy a half-interest in 
a Santa Gertrudis bull for feeding out 

At a ranch auction in January, 1960, 
four two-year-old % breed Santa Ger- 
trudis bulls sold for an average price of 
23,750 guaranis (122 to U. S. $1), one % 
Santa Gertrudis bull two years old sold 
for 28,000 guaranis and 158 yearling 
% Santa Gertrudis bulls sold for an 
average of 9,778 guaranis. 

The maximum price for beef in Para- 
guay this year is 12.50 guaranis per kilo 
or about U. S. $5.68 per cwt. liveweight. 

Cebu bulls have been used in Paraguay 
for many years, and there have been 
some importations of Hereford, Short- 
horn and Angus; but with the advent 
of availability of Santa Gertrudis bulls, 
they have been brought into the country 
in as large numbers as funds would 
allow. 


STICA maintains an artificial in- 
semination laboratory on the outskirts 
of Asuncion, and semen for Barrerito 
as well as for independent ranchers in 
other sections of Paraguay is flown to 
the ranches. 

Semen mostly is shipped by bus to 
local distribution centers where it is re- 
packaged with ice and distributed to in- 
dividual ranches by jeep and on horse- 
back.

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A total of 504 ampules of frozen 
semen, 300 of which were Santa Ger- 
trudis semen, were imported last year 
from American Breeders Service in an 
ND-I liquid Nitrogen refrigerator for 
use in Barrerito Ranch. The lack of an 
adequate local supply of liquid Nitrogen 
limits the use of this method of semen 
handling.

SGBI Regulations On A. I. 


1. The rules and regulations of 

SGBI governing purebred Santa 
Gertrudis and herds being 
graded-up to purebreds through 
successive top crosses are the 
same whether breeding is by 
natural service or by artificial 
insemination except: 
When artificial insemination is 
employed in the herds of a given 
ranch or ranch organization 
and when the males and fe- 
males are owned by such ranch 
or ranch organization, the fol- 
lowing is an additional require- 
ment for the recognition of re- 
sulting offspring by SGBI: 

A. SGBI to be advised annually 
that A. I. is being employed 
as a mating procedure in the 
herd and be furnished a list 
of the bull(s) (by individual 
numbers) being used. Form 
A. IL-1 

When artificial insemination is 

employed in the herds of a 





given ranch or ranch organiza- 
tion and when the semen is 
from bulls other than those 
owned by such ranch or ranch 
organization, the following are 
additional requirements for the 
recognition of resulting off- 
spring by SGBI. 

A. Certificate of Collection 
(Form A. I.-2) of semen 
from Santa Gertrudis bull(s) 
is on file in SGBI office. 

. Certificate of Delivery 
(Form A. I.-3) of semen to 
breeder is on file at SGBI. 

’. Certificate of Artificial In- 
semination (Form A.I.-4) is 
on file in SGBI office ac- 
companied by such fee as 
may be fixed by the Board 
of Directors. 

Upon the death of a bull from 

which semen has been collected 

for artificial insemination, 

SGBI is to be advised promptly 

with a declaration as to the 

quantity of semen, if any, in 
storage.

When he attended the first Winrock 
auction in May, 1958, he couldn’t resist 
a purchase—particularly when a young 
Santa Gertrudis bull caught his eye. 
The young bull, familiarly called Gee 
Gee—went to him for $10,000, and 
Fogelson was sure he had made a happy 
investment. 


He left Gee Gee at Winrock for han- 
dling, and when he went back he found 
his investment was turning. into poten- 
tial championship material. He started 
Gee Gee on the show circuit—and on his 
very first appearance at the Fort Worth 
Livestock Show, Gee Gee was named 
grand champion. The young bull went 
on to San Antonio and was named grand 
champion again! Then to Baton Rouge 
and Houston to win two reserve cham- 
ionships. 

By this time, Fogelson was a con- 
firmed Santa Gertrudis fan and decided 
to put his grand champion to work as 
herd bull. He began assembling a herd 
—more purebreds from Winrock, an- 
other bull from the Wilson ranch, and 
some heifers from production sales. 
Meanwhile, Jay Kirkpatrick, Fogelson’s 
ranch manager at Forked Lightning was 
making the rounds and picking up some 
single cows from Santa Gertrudis ranch- 
ers. 

By breeding time last year, Forked 
Lightning had established a herd of 30 
cows for Gee Gee. Some other cows had 
already been bred when purchased, and 
Kenmount, the second bull, was pas- 
tured with an additional group of heif- 
ers, 

Some of Fogelson’s Texas friends 
even though the Santa Gertrudis are 
adaptable to wide varieties of climate 
changes—questioned the wisdom of es- 
tablishing a Santa Gertrudis herd in 
“high country” where winters are so 
severe and terrain so rugged. 

But Fogelson had figured from every- 
thing he read and heard about this breed 
that they could as readily adapt to 7,000 
feet altitude and below zero tempera- 
tures as they could to the tropics. It 
was a big investment to gamble on 
but he took the chance.

And time has proved him right after 
the most severe test imaginable. Despite 
the fact that this past winter was the

Texas Cattlemen Eye New Danger to Grasses and 
Crops In This Imported Rodent 


OWN through the years, some of 
D American Agriculture’s most se- 
rious pests have been animals or 
plants that were brought into this coun- 
try as collector’s items, or by oppor- 
tunists who hoped to make quick riches 
from a newly introduced species. 
Cattlemen along the Gulf Coast are 
among those most recently plagued by a 
critter which was first introduced as an 
animal that would contribute to the 
economic welfare of the country. The 
pest is called Myocastor coypu by biol- 
ogists, but is more commonly known as 
nutria. The large rat-like creature is 
native to almost all of South America, 
living from sub-tropical to very cold 
climates, and was first brought into 
the country by people who hoped to get 


rich raising the animal for fur. The low 
quality of fur and a general decline in 
all fur prices doomed that effort from 
the start, however, and some disgusted 
breeders soon turned the animals loose 
into the wild. A hurricane in Louisiana 
freed more of them, and stock coming 
from this source now is playing havoc 
with farming and ranching operations 
in parts of East Texas. 


Cattlemen Seek Control of Pest 


The infestation was recognized as a 
serious problem earlier this year when 
representatives of the Coastal Cattle- 
men’s Association met with Texas State 
Representative W. T. Oliver, to investi- 
gate ways of controlling the rodent. 
Among those representing the cattle-

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men’s association were George W. Max- 
well, George Bauer, A. H. Heiner, W. F. 
Doornboss, Paul Bullington and C. Dorn- 
buss. The State Game and Fish Depart- 
ment was represented by Regional Co- 
ordinator Frank Etheredge of Houston 
and local game warden W. T. Gentry. 
District Agent Milton Caroline of San 
Antonio represented the branch of Pred- 
ator and Rodent Control and Gust J. 
Nun of Beaumont, the branch of Manage- 
ment and Enforcement of the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service. 

As a result of this meeting, on the 
morning of April 14, a survey team 
made a tour of saltgrass pastures and 
marshes operated by the Port Arthur 
Hunting Club. An airboat was provided 
by the Hunting Club, expertly driven 
by William LeBlanc, which allowed the 
survey team to get into areas which 
could not have been visited using con- 
ventional boats, with their greater draft. 


Calvin Johnson of the U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service points to @ typical nutria habit, that of 
digging up roots and destroying the plant. 


It was found that nutria were present 
in great numbers, and the signs of 
their activity were everywhere. Using 
a .22 rifle, one member of the survey 
team shot 13 of the rodents in a four 
mile trip with the airboat, along with 
very many misses caused both by human 
error in aiming and by the fast motion 
of the airboat. 


Vegetation Denuded and Levees 
Undermined 


Large areas of emergent vegetation 
had been completely denuded. On most 
of these nutria “eat-outs” the rodents 
had dug up the roots and eaten them 
also. The end result of nutria activity 
was a plowed up piece of muddy ground. 
The nutria had left nothing edible for 
other life forms. In several places the 
burrows of the nutria had undermined 
the levees to the extent that immediate 
repair work was imperative, or the en- 
tire levee system would have collapsed. 

Signs of rodent activity indicated that.

Range Comeback Via Power 


Regaining Land Lost to Brush in the Great Plains Calls 
For Well Planned Program and Lots of Hard 
Work for Power Equipment 


OOTPLOWING, tree dozing, re- 
R seeding to native grasses, water 

well and stock pond construction, 
and erection of pasture cross fences are 
part of a three-year Great Plains Con- 
servation Program contracts now under- 
way on the adjoining G. W. Cochran 
and James R. Cochran ranches in Nolan 
county, Texas. 


Both ranches are located approxi- 
mately six and one-half miles north- 
west of Blackwell, Texas, in the Upper 
Clear Fork Soil Conservation District. 
Both have beea over-grazed in the past 
with cattle and sheep. This overuse, 
coupled with drouth, destroyed all good 
native grasses and created a _ serious 
brush problem.

The stocking rate recommended by 
the SOS, based on range condition and 
sites, would be one animal unit per 
90 acres. 


Aerial Photos First Step in Survey 

An aerial mosaic of each ranch was 
developed from Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice aerial photographs as the first step 
in a soil and range survey. Further 
ground work went into developing a co- 
ordinated soil and water conservation 
plan with the assistance of Harry 
Rucker, Work Unit Conservationist and 
Milton Hensley, Soil Conservationist at 
Sweetwater. Reviewed for technical ade- 
quacy and approved by the Area Con- 
servationist on February 26, 1959, they 
were then sent to the state office for 
approval. Following this review and ap- 


proval, money for the contracts was 
set aside to be paid as earned. 

Conservation contractor Guy H. Bris- 
coe of Lubbock, Texas, who was instru- 
mental in arousing the Cochrans’ inter- 
est in the program, is charged with 
carrying out the construction, brush re- 
moval and grass seeding phases of the 
program. 

Planned practices on the 4,450 acres 
of rangeland and 586 acres of cropland 
on the G. W. Cochran spread will, within 
the contract period, convert the entire 
ranch to range use. The aim of the pro- 
gram is to double the carrying capacity 
of the land. The 586 acres of cropland 
now is in the soil bank. 


The 4,450 acres of land to be treated 
under Conservation Treatment Unit No. 
1 will be classified as rangeland im- 
provement. Composed of mixed land, 
heavy upland, shallow hardlands and 
shallow hills sites, range sites will be 
divided into 18 pastures. 

Brush control will be accomplished on 
approximately 2,200 acres on mixed land 
and heavy upland sites by root-plowing 
on all land, except natural drains and 
shallow areas. 

A total of 600 acres, will be cleared 
of cedar (red juniper) trees using trac- 
tors equipped with cutter bars, or grub- 
bers, attached to the bulldozer blade. 
Selected strips will be left untouched 
for wildlife areas. 

The entire 2,800 acres of pasture land 
are to be seeded at the time of brush 
control to a mixture of sideoats grama 
and blue grama, with blue panic to 
be added by the rancher on all root- 
plowed areas. Planting is to be accom- 
plished between January 1 and June 1 
of the contract years. 

Water wells are to be constructed and 
cased in two pastures, with pumping 
storage facilities also planned. Ponds 
for livestock water are to be construct- 
ed in four pastures, each requiring 
approximately 5,500 cubic yards of 
material. 





New fences will be constructed on 
the pastureland to enable the Cochrans 
to properly manage their grass. 

Grazing on all pastures seeded will 
be deferred for one complete growing 
season and all will receive seasonal de- 
ferment the following year. 

Under the “proper use” clause of the 
contract, grazing will be managed and 
livestock numbers adjusted in order to 
utilize not more than approximately 50 
per cent of the annual growth, by 
weight, of such grasses as_ sideoats 
grama. 

The contract, which runs through De- 
cember 31, 1962, is expected to cost ap- 
proximately $48,468. The time schedule 
called for completion of 2,200 acres of 
rootplowing and range seeding in 1959; 
completion of cedar brush control, range 
seeding and construction of fences in 
1960; and well and stock pond con- 
struction in i961. 

At the end of 1959, $33,882.32 of the 
total had been paid, with 2,039 acres 
rootplowed and seeded with 3,320.56 Ibs. 
of sideoats grama; 1,303.24 lbs. of blue 
grama and 4,079 lbs. of blue panic. 

Test plots of two grasses have also 
been planted: 10 acres of green spran- 
gletop and 10 acres of plains bristle. 

Because of poor rainfall last year, 
approximately 300 acres of rangeland 
will be reseeded. The majority of the 
work, however, has already become well 
established. 


Conical Pit Type Stock Ponds 


Stock ponds to be constructed will be 
conical pit type, each to include dams 
requiring approximately 10,000 yards of 
dirt moved. Because of the high evapo- 
ration rate in this section of Texas, 
(8 to 10 feet per year) each will have 
an average depth of 20 feet, with sides 
sloped at 4:1. 

Cost-sharing under the Great Plains 
Conservation Program for the work 
being done includes: 50 per cent on 
brush control; 80 per cent on grass 
seeds; and 50 per cent on construction 
of six ponds. Owner G. W. Cochran 
plans construction of an additional pond 
at his own expense and enlargement of 
two other ponds already built. 

The Great Plains contract for the ad- 
joining James R. Cochran ranch is ex- 
pected to cost a total of $13,832.50. The 
1,280-acre spread will be divided into 
905 acres of rangeland, 371 acres of 
cropland and two acres of wildlife area. 

Cedar brush control by tree dozing 
will be done on 775 acres, with sideoats 
grama and blue grama to be planted. 
Drilling and casing of a 100-foot well 
and construction of storage facilities 
completed the work planned for 1959 

During this calendar year, two ponds, 
each requiring approximately 5,500 yards 
of embankment, will be constructed. 

The 1961 plan calls for application of 
the “proper use” phase of the program. 

In those areas where extreme dryness 
and fine soil are found, planting of the 
seed is done with a Nisbet seed box 
mounted over a seedbed packer to assure 
that the bed will be firm enough for 
successful germination.

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OLD FORT LEATON 


This Historic Edifice of the 
Big Bend Country Holds Only 
Memories of it's Illustrious Past

OUR miles east of Presidio in the 
F picturesque Big Bend country of 

Texas sprawl the time ravaged 
ruins of old Fort Leaton. Once within 
sound of the Indian war cry, the place 
is identified with the dramatic in South- 
west history. Rumors of ghosts of slain 
red men that slither about the old patio 
on moccasined feet and rock in the an- 
cient chairs persist in the vicinity. 
Rumor also whispers of a fabulous buried 
treasure in a cellar under the patio. 
Established by Ben Leaton, frontiersman 
in 1848 on the site of the Spanish Mis- 
sion San Francisco de los Julimes, (circa 
1648), it served as his home and strong- 
hold, a trading post, an early day court, 
seat of Presidio county and unofficial 
headquarters for the U. S. Army. The 
first American ranch house in the vicin- 
ity and a prominent stop on the Chihua- 
hua Trail, it played a major role in the 
flamboyant tableau of Southwest history 
and aided vastly in pulling the prongs 
of civilization into the wild border coun- 
try. 


Mass Killing of Indians 


The most hair raising story told of the 
old stronghold is the tale of the mass 
killing of a large group of Indians. After 
Leaton purchased the mission site from 
a Mexican named Galindo, he built an 
adobe house of 40 rooms, using the tiles 
from the old mission to floor the enor- 
mous patio. Upon completion of his home 
and stronghold he decided to hold a house 
warming. Seeking to create good will 
between the few whites and the numer- 


ous Indians in the vicinity, he invited all 
the red men to the affair promising them 
a feast they would never forget. 

The Indians accepted and on the ap- 
pointed day almost the entire tribe ar- 
rived. Leaton, the perfect host, seated 
them in the patio and plied them with 
great quantities of barbecued pork, lamb 
and beef. At nightfall the red men de- 
parted and by way of showing their 
gratitude they carried with them every 
horse and mule that Ben Leaton owned. 

Leaton was furious but took no steps 
for immediate retaliation. Instead he de- 
parted hastily for Chihuahua City, Mex- 
ico. When he returned a week later he 
brought with him a small cannon. 

Once more he invited the same Indians 
to a feast and once more they came in 
droves. Leaton, again the perfect host, 
seated them in the patio and served bar- 
becue. The Indians fell to with satisfied 
grunts, all unaware that the meal was 
but a prelude to annihilation. Suddenly 
in the midst of the party, the host retired 
to the kitchen which adjoined the patio. 

“Lock all the doors leading to the 
patio,” he grimly ordered his employees, 
“and see that no one leaves.” 


Turned Cannon on Indians 


He then removed a fake wall which he 
had erected between the patio and 
kitchen and revealed the cannon. He 
turned the small gun full blast upon the 
feasting Indians. Suddenly the weapon 
boomed with sickening violence through- 
out the stronghold. One by one the red 
men fell before the withering spray of

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scrap and lead. Leaton kept firing with 
fierce accuracy until not a single Indian 
remained alive and the old mission tiles 
were burdened crimson with blood. 

Leaton was never bothered by horse 
thieves again but kept the little cannon 
mounted on the roof of the stronghold 
until he died, between 1850 and 1852. 

During his lifetime Ben Leaton en- 
tertained frequently and lavishly. His 
home became the unofficial headquarters 
for the U. S. Army and seat of Presidio 
county. One of his most notable visitors 
was John C. (Jack) Hays of Texas 
Ranger fame who stopped at Fort Leaton 
for 10 days while on an expedition to lay 
out a wagon route between San Antonio 
and Chihuahua City. 

Fort Leaton has but one date, that of 
its establishment 1846. (Two years be- 
fore Leaton acquired the property a trad- 
ing post existed on the spot.) In all 
probability it was abandoned at the out- 
break of the Civil War when Indian 
depredations intensified. 


Stockade Destroyed By Fire 

In the early 1930's Presidio county 
began a partial reconstruction of the old 
stronghold hoping to make a shrine and 
monument of the frontier landmark but 
in time the building was turned back to 
its owner. In 1936, the Centennial Com- 
mission of Texas, recognizing the his- 
torical value of Fort Leaton, erected a 
marker on the site. In that same year 
fire destroyed the stockade and some of 
the adjoining rooms. In 1949 twenty of 
the original rooms remained. 

Lee Myers, dedicated historian of 
Western Americana of Carlsbad, N. M., 
who pursues the fascinating hobby of 
researching all the old forts west of the 
Mississippi, visited Fort Leaton in Au- 
gust, 1959, to gather data for his files. 
He found the place lenely and _ unin- 
habited. He made a meticulous study of 
the construction of the rooms left stand- 
ing. He found holes made by treasure 
seekers, but no evidence that any gold 
had been uncovered. Below are his notes 
on the construction of Ben Leaton’s 
stronghold. 

“The building is approximately 
150x300 feet with patio in the center; 
there are a number of rooms, large and 
small with high ceilings, both dirt and 
brick floors and many rooms with fire- 
places. The bricks in the floor are ap- 
proximately 8x8x1% inches and have 
been fired. The vegas or roof beams are 
placed approximately 14 to 16 inches 
apart. These are covered with slats about 
one-half inch thick, two and one-half 
inches wide and 24 inches long. These 
slats have been split from cottonwood 
and are laid next to each other to form 
a continuous support for the overlaying 
earth; they are laid in a V-shaped di- 
agonal pattern so that they form a con- 
tinuous pattern across the roof. 

“Most of the door and window facings 
are of split cottonwood though there is 
one double door in the front of the build- 
ing of planing mill construction, no doubt 
of a late date.”

Santa Gertrudis performed equally well 
in both hot and cold temperatures 
whereas the Brahman performed best 
at high temperatures and the Shorthorn 
best at low temperatures. This was due 
to the thyroid activity remaining at an 
almost constant satisfactorily high level 
in the Santa Gertrudis whereas it fluctu- 
ated in the other breeds. The level of 
thyroid activity in breeding and fatten- 
ing animals is of great importance be- 
cause it controls metabolic process which 
in turn is important in the assimilation 
of food. 

While the above tests have shown that 
Santa Gertrudis perform well under 
varying conditions, it is recalled that the 
second purpose of their development was 
to produce quality meat. Many other 
tests have shown just this. 

Texas Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion Bulletin 889, March, 1958, reports 
on the “Effect of Carcass Grades and 
Fatness on Tenderness of Meat From 
Steers of Known History.” In the test 
from which the bulletin data was taken, 
there were 203 steers on test, with 8&8 of 
them being Santa Gertrudis. Of the 115 
other steers, 31.3 per cent yielded tough 
steaks, 53.0 per cent medium steaks and 
15.7 per cent tender steaks. Of the 88 
Santa Gertrudis steers, 26.2 per cent 
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Degrees F.

yielded tough steaks, 56.8 per cent me- 
dium and 17.0 per cent tender. 


How Are Santa Gertrudis Recorded? 

To answer the second question, Santa 
Gertrudis are recognized and recorded 
through means of the Santa Gertrudis 
classification system. Prior to acceptance 
and recordation by the association, every 
eligible animal must pass a visual in- 
spection by an official association classi- 
fier. 

When animals are 18 months of age 
or older, the owner requests classifica- 
tion by the association. A classifier visits 
his ranch and inspects each individual 
animal. The owner must be able to fur- 
nish evidence of the origin of his herd. 
The animals inspected are compared to 
the Standard of Excellence for the breed 
and depending on the degree to which 
they meet this standard are accepted for 
recordation or are rejected by the asso- 
ciation. 

In the case of bulls, there is only one 
category, this being “certified purebred.” 
Bulls meeting requirements of the stand- 
ard are accepted and are branded with 


an “S” in the presence of the classifier. 
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Bulls not meeting the standards are re- 
jected and not branded. 

For females there are two categories, 
the “certified purebred” and “accredited” 
Santa Gertrudis. Those heifers meeting 
the standard’s requirements for “certi- 
fied purebred” are branded with an “S,” 
and those which do not meet the top re- 
quirements, but meet minimum standards 
are accepted as “accredited” and are 
branded with an “S Bar.” Into the 
“accredited category” may fall females 
with only three top crosses of Santa Ger- 
trudis breeding. To be eligible for “certi- 
fied purebred” bulls and females must 
have at least four top crosses. 

The association does not classify cattle 
for non-members with exception of cattle 
sold to non-members by members and on 
which sales record forms are issued by 
the members. 

This classification program has proven 
to be a sound system of recognition and 
recordation in its eight and a half years 
of existence. It provides acceptance for 
superior animals and elimination of in- 
ferior ones. Since late in 1951, when 
classification was started, more than 
105,000 Santa Gertrudis cattle have been

for classification and for inspection for 
export. 

To further explain the classification 
system, when an animal is classified, its 
number is entered in the herd file of the 
owner. This file is located in the associa- 
tion office. Breeders are not permitted 
to number more than one animal of the 
same sex with the same number for a 
period of 10 years. When an animal is 
sold, it is accompanied by an SGBI sales 
record form, which shows the animal’s 
number and pedigree information. One 
copy of this form is given to the buyer, 
one is retained by the seller and the third 
is sent to the SGBI office where owner- 
ship is transferred. This form accompan- 
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ies all purebred animals sold, regardless 
of their ages. 
Two Ways to Get Started 

There are two ways or methods of en- 
tering the Santa Gertrudis business. One 
is to purchase seed stock from estab- 
lished breeders, and the other is to grade 
up from a commercial base through the 
use of “certified purebred” Santa Ger- 
trudis bulls. 

This latter program is a “natural” for 
cattlemen who already have a commer- 
cial herd of cattle. The only expense in- 
volved is in the purchase of “certified 
purebred” bulls needed in the program.

Santa Gertrudis, and fourth top cross 
heifers and bulls are eligible for the 
“certified purebred” classification. 

The beauty of this grading up program 
is that while the breeder is retaining 
heifer calves for his grading up herds, 
he also is producing growthy bull calves 
which can be marketed at heavy weight 
as commercial steers. 

SGBI requires that breeders interested 
in grading up to purebred status file an 
application for grading up and follow the 
procedures set up by the association. 
Application blanks and copies of the pro- 
cedures are available from the SGBI 
office. 

Cattlemen interested in obtaining 
Santa Gertrudis cattle can write the as- 
sociation for a copy of its membership 
list which contains names and addresses 
of all members. They then are free to 
contact and negotiate with whomever 
they please. 

Purebred cattle may also be obtained 
at the many consignment and production 
sales held each year. Most major live- 
stock journals list the dates and places 
of these sales.

most rugged one in New Mexico’s his- 
tory as far back as the oldest cowboys 
could remember, the big reds came 
through with flying colors. 

“We had snow on the ground for three 
months,” ranch manager Kirkpatrick 
said. “We don’t have a snow gauge, but 
I’ve heard estimates of everything from 
75 to 100 inches of snow fall during the 
winter. And temperatures dropped to as 
low as 20 and 22 degrees below zero 
night after night, days in a row.” 

Despite the snow and the extreme 
temperatures, the Santa Gertrudis came 
through the winter in remarkably fine 
shape. 


““ 
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As this is written, 23 of the cows bred 
to Gee Gee had calved—one of them 
with twins—and indications were the 
calf crop would be more than 100 per 
cent! 

During the winter, Kirkpatrick pro- 
vided range cubes as supplemental feed 
—and hay during stormy periods. But 
the herd stayed on the range through- 
out the worst of the winter and proved 
to be good rustlers for food. 

With their first—and probably the 
worst high-country winter they may ever 
experience, the Santa Gertrudis herd 
was settling down to becoming perma- 
nent residents of the New Mexico moun- 
tain country. 

With a total of 85 now in the herd, 
Fogelson plans to build up the total to

Kirkpatrick has been studying the 
possibilities of artificial insemination, in 
preference to buying additional bulls— 
but no final decision has been reached. 

Forked Lightning’s first sale consign- 
ment was four bulls which were trucked 
to Ennis, Texas, for the Premier Sale 
on May 21. These were young bulls 
from 14 months to 24 months old—from 
certified dams, three from Winrock bulls 
and one from a Running W bull. One 
of the bulls topped the sale at $3200. 

Kirkpatrick believes the Santa Ger- 
trudis will do well most any place in 
the high altitudes of the West. He be- 
lieves, however, that they should be 
moved in the spring in order to become 
acclimated during summer and fall be- 
fore going into severe winter conditions.

An interested participant in the new 
herd project is Buddy Fogelson’s wife, 
Greer Garson. She spends her summers 
at the ranch and enjoys making a hand. 
One of the yearling heifers at Forked 
Lightning has been named “Greer’s

the nearby Intercoastal canal was full 
of nutria, and that the infestation was 
by no means localized, but rather, that 
it extended for many miles in every 
direction. Side roads open to the public 
were lined with ditches carrying brack- 
ish water. In all of these ditches dead 
nutria were in evidence, showing that 
the public likes to shoot nutria. Where 
public trespass is not allowed, the nutria 
are not molested and become quite tame. 

That afternoon, a large quantity of 
poisoned sweet potatoes were prepared 
and exposed for nutria dinners, under 
the direction of Caroline. The poison 
used was zinc phosphide, which is one 
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of the cheapest rodenticides available. 
In commenting upon the use of zinc 
phosphide, Caroline pointed out that it 
was used because it was cheap, which 
would be a requirement of any poison 
intended for the big job of reducing the 
numbers of nutria over a large area. In 
addition, it loses its toxicity readily 
when exposed to the air for a few days, 
thus minimizing the dangers to other 
wildlife inherent in the use of any 
poison on a large scale. 

Sweet potatoes were used as a bait 
because tests completed by other 
branches of the U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service have shown that they are at 
least on a par with anything else tried 
to date when it comes to pleasing the 
nutria’s palate.

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The sweet potatoes were cut up into 
pieces about three cubic inches in size, 
then tumbied in the zine phosphide, 
using Mazola oil as a spreader, until 
well coated with the black powder, which 
is very repellent in both taste and odor 
to humans, dogs and most other forms 
of life, but which seems not to spoil a 
rodent’s appetite at all. 

Bait was placed along the Inter- 
coastal Canal, in the marshes, on top of 
the levees, and in the numerous paths 
and burrows frequented by the animals. 

Inspection early the next morning 
showed that the sweet potatoes had been 
completely consumed at some bait place- 
ment stations, partially eaten on others, 
and untouched at still others. On one of 
the “eat-outs” frequented by nutria far 
out in the marsh, about fifty baits were 
gone—and seven nutria were found dead 
nearby, along with two more which 
were obviously sick and dying. The sick 
animals were dispatched with a rifle. 
The number found dead was not a true 
indication of the effectiveness of the 
poison, however, as it is slow acting, 
and most of the affected animals would 
be able to move great distances before 
dying. It was noteworthy that only the 
smaller animals were found nearby the 
bait, pointing out that they died quicker 
than the larger ones. 


Twenty-Nine Nutria Killed 


On the second day, another foray into 
the marsh with the airboat brought a 
kill of 29 more nutria. The increase in 
score showed only that the rifleman was 
getting used to the challenge offered 
by the small target and the speeding 
shooting platform, although fewer nu- 
tria were seen. 

Several days later, another inspection 
of the marsh was made by U. S. Game 
Management Agent Gust J. Nun of 
Beaumont. He reported finding eleven 
dead nutria, along with two cottontail 
rabbits, thought to have been poisoned. 

It should be mentioned that this marsh 
was unusual in that it did not have 
a noticeable population of muskrats. It 
would be inadvisable to use this par- 
ticular bait-poison combination in any 
marsh containing muskrats, as they 
seem to eat almost the same diet as the 
nutria. 

Dr. W. B. Davis, head of the Wildlife 
Management School of Texas A&M says 
that introduction of exotic flora or 
fauna often lead to disastrous results. 
He points out that of all the introduc- 
tions made in this country, only two, 
the Chinese Ringneck pheasant and the 
Hungarian Partridge, have made a good 
contribution to our wildlife picture, and 
that both of these are game species and 
are heavily hunted. “Perhaps we will 
have to start hunting nutria heavily to 
control them here in Texas,” Caroline 
said. 

“They will certainly be able to stand 
heavy shooting, as each female raises 
two or three litters per year and the 
litters may number as many as eleven 
young. The young are born fully furred

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age of five months and give birth to 
their first litter when they are only 
eight months old themselves. With this 
type of a potential, it is no wonder that 
their range has increased so phenomen- 
ally and that they are able to eat out 
all of the vegetation in any area they 
inhabit. 


Practically Impossible to Exterminate 


“It would be practically impossible to 
exterminate the nutria. The best that 
can be hoped for is that we can learn 
to control their numbers, so as to keep 
economic loss to a minimum. With that 
goal in mind, the federal service plans 
on continuing cooperation with the Gulf 
Coast cattlemen to find better ways 
of killing nutria. 

“As of April 1960, the nutria had been 
reported from almost all areas east of a 
line from Del Rio to Wichita Falls, al- 
though the heavy infestation was limited 
to the eastern edge of the state. 

“Nutria have been observed in the 
wild near Eagle Pass, Sherman, Denison, 
on the headwaters of the Frio and 
Nueces Rivers and all along the Rio 
Grande east of Del Rio. 

“Isolated colonies, such as those that 
migrated up into the Edwards Plateau, 
wili probably wither on the vine. Other 


| colonies will destroy all the green vege- 
| tation and then move on. But in the

| ready exists and in the irrigated crop

Rumors have carried from the nine- 
teenth century into the present day of a 
hoard of gold buried in the cellar of the 
patio, but it has never been found. As 
a matter of fact, the cellar door has 
never been located. 

Where First Trails Westward Began 

To reach Fort Leaton take State Road 
170 east from Presidio. U. S. 67 connects 
Presidio with Marfa, Texas. 

Situated at the confluence of the Rio 
Grande and the Conchos River of Mexico, 
Presidio is a charming and historic town 
with roots reaching back across the cen- 
turies. Across the Rio Grande is the 
Mexican town of Ojinaga. Rex Howard 
writing in the Texas Guidebook says, 
“research at the University of Texas 
shows that there has been a town or vil- 
lage at the confluence of these two rivers 
for some 10 thousand years.” It was here 
that Cabeza de Vaca, the first known 
white man to set foot upon what is now 
Texas, crossed into Mexico in 1536 after 
enduring captivity among the Texas In- 
dians for eight years. In this vicinity 
were erected the first missions of the 
area and here the padres first crossed 
into Texas. And here also the first trails 
westward began. 

The setting for Old Fort Leaton is one 
of desert grandeur. The adobe ruins 
stand in a land of rich, roaring sunlight, 


faultless azure skies, purple tipped

mountains and vast stretches of sand. 
The old fort is situated on a gravelly 
rise immediate to the rich bottom land of 
the Rio Grande which flows about a mile 
distant. To the Southwest in Mexico rises 
the majestic Santa Cruz Mountain so 
named by the Indians after they discov- 
ered a bright cross in the sky above the 
mountain about three hundred years be- 
fore Leaton built his stronghold. To the 
Southeast is the San Carlos Range with 
Sierra Rico governing the territory. To 
the east are the austere Sand Mountains 
of Texas. And to the north the blazing 
sun flows and sparkles from the great 
khaki colored west Texas desert whose 
gleaming crown is lacerated by deep and 
vivid arroyos. 

To this day the stories of the ghosts 
of Fort Leaton persist. Who can say? 
Perhaps in the whispering solitude of 
the desert nights the old stronghold does 
become the ingredient of another cen- 
tury. Perhaps the priests of long ago do 
return to the old mission site. And maybe 
the departed red men return to survey 
the land that was once their domain. Or 
can it be that they enjoy the white man’s 
rocking chairs. Quien sabe? 


Goats Included In 
Humane Slaughter Aci 


EGULATIONS established under 
R the Humane Slaughter Act have 
been amended to include goats 
among the animals that can be humanely 
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stunned by electrical means before 
slaughter, the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture has announced. 

Previously, electric current was ap- 
proved for the stunning of swine, sheep, 
calves, and cattle before slaughter. 


Humane slaughter regulations, desig- 
nated in February, 1959, for all livestock 
slaughter, approve three methods of 
slaughter. They include, in addition to 
electric stunning, the use of carbon diox- 
ide gas for sheep, swine, and calves, and 
the use of captive-bolt stunners or gun- 
shot for sheep, swine, goats, calves, cat- 
tle, horses, and mules. 


The regulations also require that the 
electric current or gas must be adminis- 
tered so as to produce surgical anes- 
thesia in the animals quickly and calmly, 
and that captive bolts and firearms must 
produce immediate and complete uncon- 
sciousness. 

The animals also must be 
slaughter-preparation areas with a mini- 
mum of excitement and discomfort. 
Areas through which the animals are 
driven must be free from hazards that 
might accidentally produce pain. Ritual 
requirements with respect to slaughter 
are deemed to comply with the public 
policy that the Humane Slaughter Act 
expresses and are exempted from the 
terms of the Act. 

Packers offering meat products for 
sale to Federal agencies after July 1 
must comply with the humane slaughter 
law.

Steers Gained 3.25 Pounds a Day 

In 1959, the Sudan Livestock and Feed- 
ing Company, Sudan, Texas, fed out a 
large group of steers and heifers from 
the T. E. and Hugh Burns Ranch, Dilley, 
Texas. These cattle set a record for 
weight gains in this lot which has been 
in operation ever ten years and has a 
capacity of 11,000 head. 

The records on the 641 steers and 331 
heifers fed for the Burns Ranch show: 
The steers averaged 533 pounds, weighed 
at Dilley; were fed 134 days, then av- 
eraged 971 pounds pay weight, fat. The 
feed conversion ratio, pound of feed per 
pound of gain was 9.28 to 1. Average 
daily gain was 3.25 pounds per steer. 

Heifers Averaged 2.75 Pounds 

The heifers averaged 479 pounds going 
on feed and netted 836 pounds, pay 
weight after 128 days average feeding 
time. The conversion ratio was 10.6 
pounds of feed per pound of gain. Av- 
erage daily gain was 2.75 pounds per 
heifer. These were yearling Santa Ger- 
trudis cattle raised on the Burns Ranch. 
In 1957, a similar group of 954 Burns 
cattle made a remarkable gain record 
in the Coachella Valley Feed Yards, 
Thermal, Calif., and, when sold, the 
heifers set a new record price for the 
year, and the steers commanded the 
highest price paid for commercial steers 
in California since 1954. 

For the past two years the Armstrong 
Ranch has sent sample groups of its 
purebred Santa Gertrudis steers to A. F 
Crow, Milford, Ill. feeder. In 1958, fifty 
head were sent from Armstrong’s Oak 
Alley Plantation herd at Vacherie, La. 
These steers were approximately eight 
months old. They gained 2.54 pounds for 
223 days. The average gain for all the 
cattle in the A. F. Crow feed lot for 
this period was 2.04 pounds per day 
These steers were slaughtered at 16 
months of age. Individual weight records 
were kept, and the high gaining steer 
gained 3.34 pounds per day. 

In 1959, fifty-nine purebred steers 
from Armstrong, Texas, were shipped 
to Crow at an average age of eight 
months. These steers were sold at 26%4c 
in March, 1960, after being on feed for 
164 days. They gained 2.9 pounds per 
day for the 164-day feed period, which 
was well above the average for all cattle 
on feed at the Crow feed lot in the same 
period. The high individual gain was 
3.57 pounds per day. These steers were 
slaughtered at 15 months of age, aver- 
aging 1,054 pounds. 

The Braun Packing Company of Troy, 
Ohio, purchased seven head of these 
steers, and Paul F. Braun, vice-president, 
had this to say about them in a letter 
to John Shartle, Santa Gertrudis breeder 
of Troy, Ohio: “It appears that the time 
is coming in the near future that the 
public will be asking for the type of 
cattle that aren’t too wasty, but still 
have the quality in the meat. The seven

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Livestock and Deer Ratios 
for Texas Range Lands 


N RANGES where mixed classes 
O of livestock and deer are grazed, 

ranchmen and range specialists 
are faced with the problem of determ- 
ining the proper numbers and ratios for 
best management of grazing lands. In- 
formation from recent grazing experi- 
ments in Texas has indicated that the 
animal unit standards now used may 
need to be altered. 

Conclusions reported by the Texas Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station are based 
on long-time effects of livestock and 
deer on the basic forage and soil re- 
sources, and not necessarily on the re- 
sults of feeding studies, thermal or nu- 
tritional requirements or body weight 
comparisons. 

The following recommendations are 
based on information obtained from 
studies and field surveys: 

1. Where the vegetation is suitable, 
mixed classes of livestock should be 
grazed for the most desirable utilization 
of range forage. Pastures stocked at mod- 
erate rates with combinations of live- 
stock show more uniform utilization of 
the area and better use of a wider va- 
riety of forage species. 

2. The following equivalent values are 
proposed as animal unit standards for 
planning and management of grazing 
lands: 

Cattle 
Weaned calves to yearlings 
Steers and heifers (1 to 2 years) 
Mature cows with or without unweaned calves 
Bulls (2 years and over) 
Sheep 

weaned lambs to yearlings 

muttons or ewes (1 to 2 years) 

mature ewes with or without 

unweaned lambs 
® Trams 


Goats and Deer 

weaned kids to yearlings 

muttons or does (1 to 2 years) 

does with or without kids at side 

bucks or muttons over 2 years 

deer 

3. Variations in range site and range 
condition classes often will result in vary- 
ing degrees of competition between kinds 
of livestock and deer. These variations 
should be considered in the planning and 
management of range lands. However, 
the major differences between range sites 
and range condition classes will be in 
total carrying capacities rather than in 
ratios among the various kinds of live- 
stock and deer. 

Complete details about livestock and 
deer ratios for Texas range lands may 
be obtained by writing the Texas Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, R. D. Lewis, 
Director, College Station, Texas.

(Chuckwagon Charley is in France and sends the following from Paris 


PARIS, France.—They’re selling the 
“omburgaire” now along the strip called 
the Champs Elysees, which is proof 
enough for me that this 2000-year-old 
“City of Light” is at last accepting some 
of the more important phases of Ameri- 
can culture—with or without onions. 

The hamburger with the Parisian ac- 
cent, turned out as a specialty in what 
passes to be a super-drug store, may not 
be exactly what the displaced Ameri- 
caine expects to get at Joe’s Grill back 
home, but I suppose it’ll have to do un- 
til something better along those lines 
invades the French cuisine. So, mean- 
while—Vive le Omburgaire! 

It is pleasant these summer evenings 
to sit in one of the sidewalk cafes along 
the chestnut-lined grand boulevard and 
watch the natives and the more daring 
tourists spear the plump flour-fed snails 
from their shells—and, if you’re among 
the latter, the little tidbits aren’t bad at 
all, especially when doused in garlicky 


green sauce, 
* * * 


French cooking (with or without the 
snails, and certainly without “le Ombur- 
gaire”) has never been my favorite fod- 
der, even though some of the fancier of 
the famous clip joints try to make the 
visitors feel that he hasn’t seen Paris 
if he doesn’t have roast pheasant with 
the feathers left on. Who wants feathers 
when he sits down to a bird? 

I prefer the more hearty German 
Bratwursts and Weiner Schnitzels— 
BUT, all the French kitchen craftsman- 
ship isn’t to be ignored; like the way 


they lace steaks with capers; like the 
wonderful way they put together the 
Soupe a |’Oignon, as they bill the onion 
soup. Make the latter like this and you've 
got a soup that is a soup: 

INGREDIENTS: Fourth a cup of but- 
ter; four thinly sliced onions; one quart 
of meat broth; salt and pepper; French 
bread; a cup of grated Parmesan cheese. 

METHOD: Melt the butter in a pan 
and add the sliced onions, simmering 
them until golden. Add the broth and 
seasoning and simmer some more. Now 
slice the small end of a French loaf 
thin and dry the slices in oven until 
crisp. Pour the soup in a casserole and 
float the bread on top so as to almost 
cover. Sprinkle cheese over bread (gen- 
erously) and place in oven to brown. 
Serve at once, and you'll find nothing 
hotter. 

NOTE: Some French chefs also lace 
their soup with strands of cheese so long 
that the diner must wrap them around 
his spoon spaghetti-fashion.

Breakfast in France, in the so-called 
Continental manner, is pretty much a 
dull affair with nothing more exciting 
than the inevitable hard rolls, jam and 
alleged coffee; but if you can talk 'em 
into providing some shirred eggs as 
hereinafter described you'll have some- 
thing that will easily hold you until 
lunch. Here’s how: 

INGREDIENTS: Three cups of 
mashed potatoes; half a cup of sliced 
onions; half a cup of mushrooms; three 
tablespoons of butter; four eggs; eighth 
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teaspoon pepper; half teaspoon salt; 
mustard. 

METHOD: On a serving plate prepare 
a border of mashed potatoes while 
browning onions and mushrooms in but- 
ter. Now place the mushrooms and on- 
ions in the center of the potato ring, 
break the four eggs on top, season, dot 
with butter, and place in a moderate 
350 oven until the eggs are set. 

+ * . 

There are places over here that can 
do things with chicken, too—especially 
with a little recipe called Le Coq au Vin. 
It is something quite ou-la-la when 
manufactured like this: 

INGREDIENTS: Two chickens of 
about two pounds each; six mushrooms; 
eight small white onions; one slice of 
diced salt pork; one pint of red wine; 
half a pint of brown gravy; bouquet 
garni, flour; butter; salt and pepper to 
taste. 

METHOD: Separate the breasts and 
legs of the chicken. Season with salt and 
pepper and roll in flour. Heat the butter 
in a saucepan and add the chicken. Add 
the mushrooms, onions and salt pork, 
cover the pan and cook slowly for 15 
minutes. Now drain all the fat from 
the pan, add the wine, brown gravy and 
the boquet garni, cook for 15 minutes, 
then season to taste and serve. 

. * . 

I have always wondered why it is 
that, eight times out of 16, when you 
consult a Paris dessert menu and finally 
look up at the haughty waiter for a sug- 
gestion, he will almost invariably lift an 
eyebrow, shrug a shoulder, and softly 
say: “Ah,M’sieur, the pitch Melba! 
C’est magnifique!” 

Perhaps it is the waiter’s conspirator- 
ial manner, but it always makes me feel 
that maybe France has a continuing sur- 
plus of peaches that must be disposed of 
in the interest of the national economy— 
all Melba-ed, of course. Anybody can 
make a Peach Melba; I can make one; 
you can make one. So, here’s the pitch 
on the ‘Pitch’ Melba: 

Merely put vanilla ice cream in the 
bowl on top of peach halves, fresh or 
canned, and pour around the base a 
Melba sauce made like this: 

INGREDIENTS: Half a cup of cur- 
rent jelly; half a cup of sugar; one cup 
of raspberries, pulp and juice; one tea- 
spoon or arrowroot or cornstarch; one 
tablespoon of cold water. 

METHOD: Add jelly and sugar to the 
raspberries and bring to a boiling point. 
Then add arrowroot or cornstarch mixed 
with cold water. Stir until thick and 
clear, then strain and cool.

EPTOSPIROSIS, an infection first 
L described as a disease of man, is 
becoming more wide-spread in beef 
and dairy cattle herds, and incidences 
of the disease have been reported in 
forty states. While relatively unknown 


, in this country as recently as ten years 


ago, leptospirosis has spread so rapidly 
that the USDA has estimated livestock 
losses to be in the excess of $160 million 
a year. 

Until recently the control of lepto- 
spirosis has been hampered by a lack 
of fundamental knowledge of the dis- 
ease. Late research has proven the 
chemotherapeutic effect of antibiotics 
on the disease; and the addition of 
Aureomycin chlortetracycline to swine 
rations, cleared by the U S. Food and 
Drug Administration in 1958, has shown 
favorable results in suppressing lepto- 
spirosis outbreaks. 

Bovine leptospirosis is receiving con- 
attention in the research 


Washington State University is 
currently conducting studies to deter- 
mine economical oral levels of Aureo- 
mycin for controlling leptospirosis in 
cattle. This research, covered by a grant 
from American Cyanamid Company, is 
under the direction of Dr. S. G. Kenzy 
who is assisted by Dr. L. M. Ringen.

shown that 0.5 mg. of Aureomycin chlor- 
tetracycline per pound of body weight 
administered daily for approximately 
two weeks will aid in the elimination of 
leptospirosis in beef cattle. During this 
year they will conduct additional studies 
in the laboratory and the field to fur- 
ther confirm their findings. 

In cattle the disease is spread by 
urine and discharges from infected ani- 
mals with the principal entry being the 
mucous membranes.

Brahman Visitor From 
“Down Under” 


TALL, slow talking young man is 
A currently making the rounds of 
various Texas Brahman ranches. 
Dressed in the familiar garb of the cow- 
man, the only thing that distinguishes 
him from the cattlemen he is visiting in 
his slight British accent. He is Robert 
J. “Bob” Atkinson of North Queensland, 
Australia. As manager of one of his 
father’s ranches, Atkinson is in Texas 
until late July seeking ideas and study- 
ing methods of production that could 
apply to Australian conditions. 
Arriving in California, May 12, Atkin- 
son spent several weeks visiting the 
great western feedlots and irrigation 
farms before arriving in the Lone Star 
State. He expresses amazement at the 
magnitude and mechanization he saw in 
these West Coast operations. In Aus- 
tralia cattle are not grain fed for 


| slaughter. They are grass fattened and 


marketed as two to three-year-old steers. 
He explained that there is very little 
grain available for livestock consump- 
tion. 

Bob’s father, Kenneth J. Atkinson, im- 
ported some of the first American 
Brahmans that. went to Australia. He 
imported a red Brahman bull from 
Florida in 1949. In 1951 he purchased 
another red bull and two red heifers, 
also from Florida. At present the Atkin- 
sons’ have the second largest purebred 
Brahman herd in their country. Their 
purebred herd consists of some 90 head 
with a Brahman hybrid commercial herd 
of about 7,000 females and 300 bulls. 

Atkinson states that the Australian

near future, so that they can import 
more U. S. purebreds. “The current 
market for Brahman bulls in Austraiia 
is the best it has ever been,” he says. 
“You can ask virtually whatever you 
like for a bull. Just before I left on this 
trip four nine-year-old purebred bulls 
sold for $5,000 each. These bulls had 
been imported from Texas as yearlings 
at a purchase price of $1,000 each.” 
Comparing the cattle he has seen here 
with those at home, Atkinson relates: 
“On an over-all basis our Brahmans are 
of good quality, much like these here 
However, we do not have the large num 
bers to draw from inat you have. The 
biggest improvement in our Brahman 
cattle has come only since the last im- 
portation and since we began showing, 
which was about ten years ago.” 
Atkinson manages the “Wairuna” 
Stud division of his father’s operations, 
located near the city of Mount Garnet 
in North Queensland. He describes the 
very hilly, rough country, 
timber and dense under 
growth and a climate similar to your 
Gulf Coast region.” “Our part of the 
country is referred to as the ‘tick belt’ 
we have a very heavy tick infestation as 
well as buffalo flies, which are similar 
to your hornfly.” he added. “However, 
we experience no difficulty with ticks 
on our Brahman-blooded cattle; some 
are never dipped but we do occasionally 
spray for the buffalo flies,” he said. 
Shipping steers to market is still quite 
a rigorous undertaking in the “Down 
Under” Country. Atkinson relates that 
their market animals are trekked some 
170 miles to the nearest rail head. “From 
there they still have a half-day’s journey 
to the packing house—which incidentally 
happens to be only 60 miles from the 
loading point,” he commented. Referring

to their cattle drives, Atkinson re- 
marked: “Our Brahman hybrid cattle 
take the trail very nicely. A few steers 
at the point of the herd seem to be ap- 
pointed leaders. The entire herd will 
gauge its pace and grazing by these 
few steers. After the first day or two, 
these leaders seem to know just when 
to walk, when to graze and when to bed- 
down, Only three boys are required to 
make the trip with the cattle after the 
first couple of days. The herd will aver- 
age about 10 miles per day traveling.” 
Atkinson spent two days in Fort 
Worth with the editor of the Cattleman 
and other members of the staff.

Cattle Have A “Comfort 
Zone” 


ESEARCH at three different ex- 
R periment stations has revealed 


that European-type cattle (both | 


beef and dairy) are the most comfortable 


at climatic temperatures ranging be- | 


tween 30° F. and 60° F. The “comfort 
zone” for Brahman cattle is from 50° F. 
to 80° F. At temperatures above 80° both 
species of cattle make physiological ad- 
justments. European-type cattle, how- 
ever, are forced to adjust quantitatively 
more than Brahmans. This forced adjust- 
ment on the part of European-type cattle 
is expressed by such things as higher 
body temperatures and respiration rates; 


and decreased milk production and feed 


intake.

HE formal opening of auction mar- 

I ket facilities on the Fort Worth 

Stockyards in early June is the 
latest of a series of progressive moves 
to expedite marketing of livestock at the 
Fort Worth market. 

Stockyards manager John M. Lewis 
said auction sales will be conducted on 
Thursday and Friday until the need 
arises for additional sales. Consignments 
to the Thursday sale will not be accepted 
in drafts of less than five. However, if 
sellers have fewer than five animals they 
desire to sell they will be accepted in 
the Friday auction. Lots of any number 
will be accepted that day.

FORTY YEARS AGO 
July, 1920

THIRTY YEARS AGO 
July, 1930

and Southwestern Cattle Raisers Associ- 
ation met at Graham, Texas, June 12. 


| It was in this then frontier town, under 
the shielding shade of an oak tree, that 


the pioneer cattlemen of Northwest 


| Texas met on February 15-16, 1877 and 
| organized the Stock Raisers Association 
| of Northwest Texas which became the 
| Cattle Raisers Association of Texas in 
| 1893 and the Texas and 
| Cattle Raisers Association in 1921. The 


Southwestern 


June, 1930, meeting was the first time 
the cattlemen had met at Graham since 
1878. 

Among resolutions adopted was one 
setting aside a page each in the July 
issue of The Cattleman as memorials to 
Lasater and A. M. McFaddin, 
former presidents of the Association and 
Farr, former member of the 
executive committee, who died during 
June. 


At the close of the meeting J. A. 


| Matthews unveiled a temporary tablet 
| on the tree under which the Association 


was organized. It will later be replaced 
by a bronze tablet with the same in- 
scription. Souvenirs sawed from a limb 
of the tree were passed to members and 
visitors. 


In the Nebraska Farmer, Henry W. 
Biederman (now editor of The Cattle- 
man) tells of a monument erected to a 
cow horse on the road between Chey- 
enne, Wyo., and Fort Collins, Colo. A 
wooden slab was erected at one end of 
the mound and painted on it were these 
words: “Erected to the memory of Old 
Blue, the best cow pony that ever pulled 
on a rope, by the cowpunchers of the 
Outfit. Rest in Peace.” It was used by 
Ripley in one of his “Believe It or 
Nots.” 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 
July, 1940 

Pictured on the cover of the July, 
1940, issue of The Cattleman was a 
scene of some commercial Hereford cat- 
tle on the Tommy Brook ranch near San 
Saba. Brook has one of the best herds 
of registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
Texas. 

The first official show of the newly 
organized American Quarter Horse As- 
sociation will be held at the Texas Cow- 
boy Reunion, Stamford, Texas, July 2-4 
One thousand dollars prize money is 
being offered. Jim Minnick will judge 
the show. 

An unusually good attendance was 
had at the quarterly meeting of the 
board of directors of the Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Raisers Association 
at Mason. This was the first time the 
governing body had gathered in the Hill 
Country. The business meeting was held 
in the courthouse. 

R. A. Brown and Barney Davis, 
Throckmorton, bought 14 registered 
Hereford bull yearlings and 20 regis- 
tered heifer yearlings from the J. S. 
Criswell Ranch in Baylor county. 

TEN YEARS AGO 
July, 1950 

As of June 1, the joint Mexico-United 
States Commission for the Eradication 
of Foot and Mouth Disease in Mexico 
had administered a total of 57,450,359 
doses of vaccine to animals in the in- 
fested zone, approximately the size of 
Texas and was more than 67 per cent 
through the fourth and final vaccination. 

The House Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee on Agriculture is due to start 
hearings on USDA’s request for $25 
million to construct a foot and mouth 
disease research center on Prudence 
Island of Rhode Island in Narragansett 
Bay. Congress authorized the research 
project last year.

McMillan Warns Cattlemen of 
“Family Farm Bill” 

C. W. MeMillan, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the /.merican National Cattle- 
men’s Association, emphasizing that beef 
producers and feeders have steadfastly 
opposed “legislative help” in the form of 
subsidies and controls because it is im- 
practical in a complex industry, warned 
the Washington Cattlemen’s Association 
in annual convention that politicians in 
their zeal to help farmers and ranchers 
continue to compound the felonies 
wreaked by schemes which try to artifi- 
cially control the natural] forces of sup- 
ply and demand. 

He stated that cattlemen are having 
to oppose the so-called “Family Farm 
Bill” because, although cattle are not di- 
rectly involved, its provisions for wheat 
and other grains could create “havoc to 
the cattle industry which is working hard 
toward greater stability.” 

McMillan said that encouragement of 
continued surplus production of grains 
could lead to disruption of the delicate 
factors affecting the stability.

Wyoming Stock Growers Want 
U.S. Out of Private Business 

The Wyoming Stock Growers Associa- 
tion, meeting at its 88th annual conven- 
tion in Cheyenne last month, voted to 
ask Congress to submit a 23rd amend- 
ment to the Constitution which would 
take the government out of competition 
with private enterprise and repeal the 
federal income tax. 

The association voted to approve con- 
tinuation of a spraying program to 
remove sagebrush in certain areas and 
adequate appropriations by the state 
legislature for the control and eradica- 
tion of brucellosis. 

Citing the Poage bill before the pres- 
ent session of Congress, a_ resolution 
opposed to legislation of any kind that 
would interfere with the time-proven 
principles of supply and demand was 
also passed. 

The association approved a complete 


reorganization of its brand inspection 
system. The new system which will re- 
quire state legislation, calls for inspec- 
tion of all cattle before they leave the 
state and for all brand inspections to be 
handled by the association. 

Frank C. Mockler, Dubois, was _ re- 
elected president; E. R. May, Jr., Mee- 
teetse, first vice-president; and Archie 
Sanford, Alcova, second vice-president. 


Nebraska Stock Growers Hold 
7lst Annual Convention 


Members of the Nebraska Stock Grow- 
ers Association are being urged to sup- 
port the Nebraska Beef Council in an 
industry-sponsored and industry-financed 
beef promotion program by authorizing 
a voluntary deduction of eight cents per 
head on cattle marketed. A_ resolution 
to this effect was passed at the 71st 
annual convention held at Chadron last 
month. 


Another resolution requested that the 
Packers and Stockyards Administration 
implement to its fullest extent the 
amended act which extends jurisdiction 
of the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
to all points where livestock are bought 
and/or sold in interstate commerce. 

In an effort to establish an equitable 
relationship between livestock values and 
other personal property for tax assess- 
ment purposes, the group recommended 
to county assessors a formula based on 
actual cattle sales at central public 
markets in determining cattle values. 

The members agreed to continue with 
the official brucellosis calfhood vaccina- 
tion program at their own expense until 
such time as an agreeable program is 
worked out for the western range states 
and to give full effort toward getting 
areas officially recognized when they 
have continuously officially vaccinated 
heifer replacements. 

In other action the cattlemen went 
on record to actively support legisla- 
tion for a constitutional amendment to 
specifically provide for reciprocity tax- 
ation with border states, to support 
legislation to change the cattle assess- 
ment date from Jan. 1 to March 1, and 
to favor legislation providing for the 
averaging of income for tax purposes 
over a period of from five to 10 years. 

The 1961 convention will be held at 
Norfolk.

Colorado Cattlemen Approve

The Colorado Cattlemen’s Association 
at its 93rd annual convention in La 
Junta overwhelmingly approved volun- 
tary beef promotion by contributing 10 
cents per head of cattle raised to the 
Colorado Beef Council and asked the 
cooperation from their own organiza- 
tions and the government in a consumer 
preference study on grades of beef. 

Other resolutions requested that fed- 
eral funds for brucellosis be reduced 
to $10,000,000 and that this be used 
only for initial certification; opposed 
any changes in operation and administra- 
tion of the livestock disease section of 
the Division of Animal Industry; asked 
continued multiple use of federal lands 
and opposed such measures as the Wild- 
erness Bill which would “endanger the 
traditional principles affecting western 
states; and opposed any changes in the 
Packers and Stockyards Administration 
if these changes in any way restrict 
rights of individual cattlemen to market 
cattle of any kind or any condition they 
may desire.” 

Grand Junction was selected as the 
site for the 1961 convention. 


South Dakota Stock Growers Oppose 
Family Farm Income Bill 
Members of the South Dakota Stock 
Growers Association, meeting at their 
annual convention in Fort Pierre, voted 


more than five to one in favor of a 
resolution commending the officers and 
members of the legislative committee 
for the quick action they took in oppos- 
ing the Family Farm Income Bill in 
Congress. 

The membership confirmed that the 
president, officers and committee were 
wholly within their rights in acting with 
the knowledge of past resolutions and 
policies adopted and passed by the asso- 
ciation.

of cattle and calves 
were offered on the Fort Worth market 
during June compared with a year ago, 
with nearly 10,000 more mature cattle 
offered. Hog and sheep supplies were 
less than a year ago with only a slight 
drop in sheep numbers. Approximately 
two-thirds of the offerings in the cat- 
tle yards this month moved out on 
stocker account. 

Prices in the cattle yards showed a 
downward trend on all killing classes. 
Recent sales compared with a month 
previous show slaughter steers and heif- 
ers $1-2 lower.

Interest High On 
Suspension Fences 


The article “Fencing Costs” which appeared 
on page 25 of the June issue of The Cattleman 
attracted many favorable comments. 

Among those writing in was Tom Lasater, 
originator of the suspension fence. 

Lasater also enclosed a photograph of one 
of his fence grippers and said he believes thot 
placing the gripper across the wire at a 45 
degree angle is an improvement over vertical 
placement as shown in the article. “This way 
the two nails holding the gripper will not enter 
the same grain of the post.” (See picture above) 

Lasater’s experience also leads him to believe 
that the size of nail used should not neces- 
sarily be a number 6. “The correct size should 
be determined by the size of the post, the type 
of post, and the stress to which the gripper will 
be subjected,” he said.
